Monday afternoon, February 20, 
around five o'clock Mr. Herbert 
Hutchinson, our principal of Indus- 
trial Education, happened to be 
passing through the "A" hall of 
the large boys' dormitory. He saw a 
barrel of tiash on fire, with the flames 
leaping high up along the wall. 

There happened to be a fire 
alarm nearby which Mr. Hutchinson 
released, and then grabbed an 
extinguisher and turned the chem- 
icals on the fire. 

The release of the fire alarm 
flashed on the red lights all over 
the school, and at tlue same time 
sped an alarm to downtown fire 
headquarters. 

The entire school was emptied of 
pupils and employees in a very 
short time, and all in an orderly 
manner. Nine or ten fire trucks 
came soon after the alarm, but the 
fire had already been extinguished 
by Mr. Hutchinson. NevertheU 
the city firemen went over the scene 
carefully to make certain everything 
was all right. The firemen saitl thev 
believed the rubbish barrel \ 
ignited when I match was to 
ulently into it.

Fir* Destroys North Carolina 
School Hall 



Late Monday afternoon, February 
14th, hre practically destroyed West 
Hall, the high school building at the 
North Carolina School for the Deal. 
with a loss that is unofficially estima- 
ted at over $75,000. 

Flames which started near tin 4 attic, 
umaWy from electric wiring. 
swept rapidly through the 38 \ 
old structure and left little except tie 1 
huge brick walls standing. 

No one was injured for the build- 
ing was unoccupied when the fin 

'\eied at 4:30 o'clock by R. M. 
Mc Adams, manual arts instructor, 
who observed the smoke pouring from 
the west side near the roof. Students 
had completed! their work for the clay 
and ali < ad left the twenty 

oqrns. 

Moiganlon'.s firemen, aided In 
lunteer helpers from the 1 ranks of the 
hundreds who were drawn to the cam- 
against heavy odds in 
then efforts to curb the blaze. Wale: 
poured into the huge structure 1

No official estimate was made as to 
the loss. The fire insurance schedule 
called for insurance not exceeding 
$70,000, but it was not immediately

To appreciate the actual intellectual 
condition of a deaf-mute who has no 
knowledge of our idiom of words, we 
require to possess a thorough acquaint- 
ance with his own idiom of gestures. 
Such an acquaintance could have beea 
possessed by only a small number of 
iates. From this followed the 
general belief that the only means oi 
communication with this class of per- 
sons was necessarily vague and un- 
certain, and consequently that their j 
instruction and intellectual improve- 
ment were utterly hopeless.
